Earl R. Ro- 
perts in Casper, Wyoming. Since 
that date other finds of the dou- 
ble word below the flag have 
been made in the Albanian, the 
Austrian and the Luxembourg 
stamp, all first reported in the 
columns of this paper. 


In addition to the stamps with 
the name of the country double 
a California collector recently re- 
ported a find of the Greek stamp 
with the flag pole double printed 
and now comes another California 
collector, Mr. Arthur E. Mansbach 
of Los Angeles who submits a 
block from the bottom of the 
sheet which shows the red of the 
flag of Denmark clearly double 
printed. 

We have attempted to make a 
rough sketch with the idea of 
showing how this doubling ap- 
pears and will try to point out the 
things that will help you identify 
any similar doubling which might 
be found in the color of the flag 
of any of these stamps. 





In the illustration we show only 
the flag and the flag staff, these 
are printed in red for the body 
of the flag and with a black flag 
staff and black shading through- 
out the flag. In studying this, lay 
one of the’ original Denmark 
stamps beside the picture and you 
will more readily understand the 
explanation. : 

It must first be understood that 
for each of the colors in these 
stamps, in practically all of the 
issues; the sheets of paper are 
run through the press a separate 
time for each separate color. It is 
also to be remembered that due 
to some reason or other the words 
under the flag although in the 
same color as the flag in some in- 
stances are printed separately 
from the black in the flag staff 
and the red in the flag. This is 
true of this stamp for it is clearly 
evident that if the flag in this 
stamp is printed double that the 
name DENMARK would also be 
doubled if printed at the same 
time as the red in the flag. 

In this stamp the red of the flag 
is double printed by a shifting to 
the right of about % to % of a 
mm. It has previously been ex- 
plained in discusing these doubles 
that the most probable explana- 
tion for this shifting is due to air 
pockets under the sheets of paper 
as they go into the press and these 
air pockets cause the sheets to 
kiss the cylinder which carries 
the printing plate and which bears 
the ink on the design. As the pa-

The following announcement quoted from a Post Office Infore 
mation Service letter dated June 20th speaks for itself, 

“The use of 6-cent air-mail stamped envelopes by our armed forces 
overseas has increased to such an extent that it is not possible to 
manufacture sufficient quantities to meet the demand. At this time 
the output of the stamped envelope factory is 40,000,000 air-mail 


samped envelopes per month.” 


“In order to speed up production, the Department has decided 
to eliminate the red, white and blue border on air-mail stamped en-

factory will be incerased approx- 
imately 50 per cent.” 


“The entire output of 6-cent 
air-mail stamped envelopes is be-= 
ing furnished to our armed forces 
abroad. There will be no distribu- 
tion or sale of these air-mail 
stamped envelopes without bor- 
ders to the domestic trade until 
the demand of the armed forces 
has been fully satisfied.” 

The above announcement by 
the Post Office Department shows 
the utter disregard of collectors 
by officials of this Department. 

We are told in this announce- 
ment that the armed forces over- 
seas need more than forty million 
6c Air Mail Envelopes per month 
for letters home. We will not 
question that statement and we 
are for giving the boys everything 
they need, yet it is also stated that 
production of the new envelope 
will increase the available supply 
by 50 per cent which means ‘that 
instead of producing forty mil- 


lion envelopes per month, the 
contractors will produce _ sixty 
million envelopes. 

This sum it is presumed will 


more than take care of the over- 
seas needs and leave sufficient 
for use in this country. With this 
additional supply we question how 
the Postoffice Department can 
disregard the wishes and hopes of 
stamp collectors for a first day 
cover of this new envelope stamp. 

Judging by first day cover sales 
of recent stamps the total number 
of envelopes required to satisfy 
the first day cover collectors 
would run somewhere between 
100,000 to 150,000 envelopes. This 
is probably less than one quarter 
of cne per cent, of the total pro- 
duction for the month and any- 
one in the Postoffice Department 
at Washington who feels that this 
small number could not be spared 
to satisfy the colleetors of Amer- 
ica who have spent Millions of 
Dollars with the Department for 
First Day Covers and new stamps 
through the Philatelic Agency is 
taking a stand that will be very 
unpopular with collectors. 

Oh! for another Jim Farley. 

In taking the action which is 
announced the Officials of the 
Department are putting them- 
selves in a spot which may de- 
velop into a very unpleasant one. 
There is a possibility that some- 
one, somehow may obtain copies 
of these envelopes from sources 
in this country, before they are 
used from points overseas. Such 
envelopes, if canceled would con- 
stitute first day of use in. this 
country and would be recognized 
by cataloguers and collectors as 
first day of issue covers for it

DOWN TO THE POINT 


AN OPEN LETTER 

TO WASHINGTON 
Honorable Frank G. Walker, 
Postmaster General, 
Washington, D. C. 

Dear Mr. Postmaster: 

All of us know that thousands 
of postal employees have entered 
the armed forces and that you 
have made a valiant attempt to 
keep your department function- 

_jng at pre-war pace despite the 
heavy avalanche of mail. Even 
though the series of flag stamps 
drew some criticism, we stamp 
collectors have decided they 
make a colorful addition to our 
collections and thanks much for 
the three new commemoratives. 

However, what we want to 
know is what your are going to 
do for us with regard to the low 
estate that has befallen envelopes 
that are plainly marked PHILA- 
TELIC MAIL, PLEASE CANCEL 
LIGHTLY? According to our in- 
formation, there is a chapter in 
the manuel issued to your em- 
ployees which deals with cancel- 
lation of all commemorative and 
higher denomination stamps. We 
understand that even with a re- 
quest forslight cancellations they 
are to be treated in a special 
manner. That that rule is for- 
gotten goes without saying, but 
when your employees fail to heed 
mail that is plainly marked phi- 
latelic, please cancel lightly, it’s 
about time someone did some- 
thing about it, other than excus- 
ing the whole thing because of a 
lack of trained employees. 

To work for the post office, one 
must pass a civil service examin- 
ation, and if an employee can 
successfully pass that test he 
olght to have the intelligence to

We suppose they can 
read it, but we don’t imagine 
they know what it means, main- 
ly because even a great many of 
your local postmasters and their 
assistants haven’t the remotest 
ideas of the subject of philately.

“lars, and together with the sheets 
of stamps purchased at local of- 
fices, your department certainly 
must show a million dollar pro- 


fit represented by sheets. of! 
stamps which have been put 
away for investment purposes 


and will never be used to carry 
the mails. A million dollar pro- 
fit certainly isn’t to be sneezed 
at, especially in a city where you 
boys know how to. spend _ the 
money, and it seems to us that 
we deserve some consideration. 

We can forward samples of 
mail that have been marked 
PHILATELIC MAIIx- PLEASE 
CANCEL LIGHTLY in large 
printed type, where the request 
not only has been ignored, but 
the stamps have been smeared 
deliberately. In some instances, 
the printed request is ignored 
and only after postal inspectors 
have wasted much time in. order 
to correct the situation, and then 
give up in disgust and forwarded 
the complaint to the local post- 
.master, is anything done. 

The war has brought about a 
lessening of personal pleasures. 
Most of us have sons, brothers, 
daughters and sisters in the arm- 
ed forces.

flag stamps you issued. But un- 
der the -existing conditions, we 
are unable to get decent cancel- 
lations. It seems to us that this 
would be a great time to send a 
bulletin to all postmasters re- 
questing their acquainting their 
employees with the full meaning 
of PHILATELIC MAIL, PLEASE 
CANCEL LIGHTLY. Tell them it 
doesn’t mean smearing the stamp 
with the tip of their finger, tear- 
ing the stamp with their nail, or 
banging a block of four wi’. any- 
where from 5 to 10 cancellations. 
In the event you don’t believe 
these things happen regularly. we 
have some fine samples to for- 
ward for your inspection. While 
you’re sending out a bulletin to 
the postmasters, you might also 
remind them that they are work- 
ing for the government of the 
United States and that the govern- 
ment is the people, and that when 
we come to talk about philatelic 
cancellations we expect to be 
treat civilly instead of being giv- 
en the run-around. Postmasters 
are really your salesmen, and if 
they took the trouble to assist the 
stamp collectors cf the nation, 
your annual sales might be sev- 
eral hundreds of thousands of 
dollars higher. 

Well, sir, we hope you'll take 
some action. We collectors would 
certainly appreciate it. Of course, 
if we cannot get it with this let- 
ter, we intend to go directly to 
the number one collector of the 
nation. We understand that man 
in the White House likes us com- 
mon Americans, and we hope he 
doesn’t have to lean across the 
table at a cabinet meeting some 
day and reprimand you about this 
matter of Philatelic Cancellat- 
tions. I understnd our V. P., and 
the Secretarys of the Interior, 
State and War departments are 
also collectors and we wouldn’t 
want you to be embarassed in 
front of them. How about it, Mis- 
ter Secretary?

Effective Monday, June 12th, 
airmail service was finally estab- 
lished at San Angelo, Texas, and 
Midland, Texas on AM-29. These 
flights have been pending ever 
since service was inaugurated on 
this eastern sector of AM-29 on 
May Ist. Odessa, Texas, was sup- 
posed to have been bracketed 


,with Midland, but up to the time 


of writing this column I have 
not received any covers back from 
Odessa, so I am not in a position 
to verify or deny the flight from 
this point. Rather than give you 
partial information about the 
above two new stops I am going 
to wait a week or two and by

Last week, the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Administration released one 
of its most important decisions 
since it was organized in 1939.

The decision was in the New 
York-Boston hearing. Upto now, 
American Airlines was the only 
airline operating south or west 
from Boston, and passengers de- 
siring to use other lines had to 
use American between’ Boston 
and New York. However, that is 
all a thing of the past (or at least 
it will be) since American will 
now have competition from Eas- 
tern Airlines, Northeast Airlines, 
United Airlines and TWA. The in- 
dividual routes follow. 





Eastern Airlines were granted 
permission to extend both AM-5 
and AM-6 nonstop from New 
York City into Boston. New York 
was the former terminal of both 
AM-5 (New York-San Antonio) 
and AM-6 (New York-Miami), 
but this order makes New York 
City an intermediate point on 
both of these routes and Boston 
becomes the terminal, However, 
a restriction prevents Eastern 
from serving Boston on any flights 
which do not originate or termi- 
nate south of Richmond, Vir., or 
west of Charleston, West Vir. 
This is to keep Eastern from 
having local service between New 
York and Boston or Washington 
and Boston. 


Next TWA. This airline was 
given a new route AM-67, which 
will be its means of getting into 
Boston. AM-67 will operate from 
Pittsburgh, Pa., via Williamsport, 
Pa.; Binghamton, N. Y.,; and Al- 
bany, N. Y.; in to Boston. Inci- 
dently, this will be the first time 
that Binghamton has ever receiv- 
ed any airmail service, and I per- 
sonally think that there will be 
other cities bracketed with Bing- 
hamton. 


United Airlines were awarded 
AM-66. This will go from Cleve- 
land, Ohio, east through Hartford, 
Connecticut, into Boston, There 
are possibilities that other stops 
may be added before service is 
started. ; 


A new airline now comes into 
the New York area, Northeast 
Airlines (the present operators of 
AM-27 in New England.) This 
company was awardéd AM-65, a 
new competitive Boston-New 
York route. Intermediate points 


| will be Worcester, Mass.; Water- 


bury, Conn.; New Bedford, Mass.; 
and Fall River, Mass. This will be 
the first time that any of these 
communities has ever received 
any direct airmail service. Due to 
their locations, I personally don’t

MORE WORRY FOR THE WEARY 

The object of this editorial is not to belittle the efforts of the 
eminent gentlemen who with painsaking and professional research 
have developed what is now offered by the American Philatelic so- 
ciety as a fool proof stamp description chart. 

‘We have long believed that some sort of a universal method of 
listing and describing condition in stamps would be both desirable 
and practical and that is what the APS has now attempted to do. 
The next question is, will this chart be adopted by Auction dealers 
where such a chart is most needed. 

In auction catalogues we can find almost any kind of descrip- 
tion of stamps. We will admit that for fine modern issues which are 
perfection in every way, there is little disagreement among dealers 
as to terms for description, yet when we get into stamps which aare 
not perfectly centered, which may be a bit too heavily canceled or 
which may suffer other defects apparent to the eye, we can find a 
wide variety of opinion as to such stamps. 

After all, any thorough description of a stamp is most needed 
for stamps of high value. For our own part we have always collect- 
ed stamps for the pleasure we get from the hobby and have in most 
instances paid little attention to conditions in so long as the stamp 
was whole, was not badly off center and if used, was not too heavily 
canceled. We believe that 99 44/100 per cent, of all stamp collectors 
follow that rule and that while some method of description for the 
scarcer and higher priced stamps may be desirable we do not be- 
lieve that many other than the “400” will pay much attention to any 
such complicated chart as it now offered. 

For one thing, any attempt to use this chart on all stamps by 
any collector would probably result in his removal to the booby 
house along with his stamps and albums for company. 

Too much effort in Philately is directed toward the elite in 
stamps and the elite in collecting circles. What we need most is a 
more broad and general effort to interest and enthuse and help the 
Tom, Dick and Harry type of collector. There are millions of this 
type whereas the other type are numbered only in the hundreds. 

We urge the American Philatelic Society or any other organiza- 
tion which wishes to aid our hobby to get down to earth and collect 
stamps with the common man, 

The announcement concerning this new chart is published else- 
where in this paper and while it is not so stated, it is possible that 
copies can be had by sending a stamped addressed envelope to the 
St. Paul, address given in the last paragraph of the article. 

THOSE RAILROAD COVERS 

When we offered to send oné of those special Railroad First 
Day Covers provided by the Union Pacific Railway, as offered in 
our issue of May 25th, we fortified ourselves with one thousand of 
the covers, hoping that this number would be sufficient to meet all 
requests. 

We know that good offers to collectors through our columns 
will bring heavy response to advertisers but we had no idea that 
the response would be so heavy as in this case. ; 

Although we had 1000 of the covers and the offer was not print- 
ed until our issue of May 25th, by June 4th we had received more 
than 1000 requests for these covers. It was a job to get them all in 
the mail and if you do not believe this try opening over 1000 letters 
in three or four days and filling an order for 1000 different people. 
We have thus far returned about 200 remittances for these covers 
which we were unable to fill and even this past week has brought 
in four or five requests which are also returned to the writers. 

We trust that those who got no cover will hold no ill feeling 
against us as we had no idea that as many as 1200 orders from an 
announcement of this nature would pour in so rapidly. This should 
suggest to any wise dealer who wants fresh names of collectors that 
they might obtain them by a well displayed offer of a real bargain 
of some nature as a leader. Better offer something of which you 


have a plentiful supply.

On the other hand, if earlier 
cancellation dates show on enve- 
lopes from overseas points, the 
envelopes will have been issued 
as intended and collectors can 
only hope to find such a cover. 
Such a cover in future years is 
destined to be one of the most 
rare of modern first day covers 
and fortunate indeed will be that 
collector who gets such a cover. 


None of us know from which 
point such covers will come. It is 
therefore necessary that every 
collector retain any of these new 
envelopes until it is established 
by authentic covers as to what 
date is the first day of use. This 
is going to lead us all into a merry 
hunt in the next few months and 
the publishers of this paper urge 
any reader to advise us imme- 
diately on receipt of one of these 
new envelopes as to date of cancl- 
lation and place from which it is 
mailed if known. Only in. this 
manner can we eventually find 
out what date is first day for 
this new envelope. 


As a parting thought, there is 
one last chance for the collector 
and that is to write immediately 
to any friends overseas, explain 
the issue of this new envelope, 
ask them to watch for it in their 
locality and to mail you some 
covers addressed to you on the 
first day they find the envelope 
in use. 


To any of our overseas readers 
who may read this article before 
the envelopes show up in their 
vicinity we urge that you mail 
us one of these envelopes on the 
first day you find them available 
for your use.

Another Mail Robbery 
Cover. Being Noted 








The June 1 issue of this paper 
contained a paragraph about a 
cover that had been in a mail 
robbery in Buffalo, N. Y. and now 
we have from Arthur E. Mans- 
bach of Los Angeles another cov- 
er that was in a Mail Robbery in 
that City in 1925. 

This cover was addressed to 
Berlin, Germany, bears a 5c 
Roosevelt stamp of that period 
and across the face of the enve- 
lope over the address is a piece 
of brown kraft paper on which 
is printed, “This was rifled in 
robbery at / Los Angeles, Calif- 
ornia, October 8, 1925.”

The amount of 
dye that could be obtained in thig 
manner being so little that 
would cost a huge amount to 
cover it and the whole 
was impossible of any re 
obtaining dyes. 

The next racket of the 
nature was the story _ that 
stamps were being used to 
to make a special type of cast 
for using on the wounded soldiets, 
This was as false as the original 
racket, yet many women’s orgali* 
izations fell for the racket. We use 
the word racket purposely for all 
these claims leave no other name 
for this despicable misrepresen 
ation. Pe 

Now another claim is being 
set forth and we are advised by 
a good lady in Syracuse, N. Yy 
that there is an effort being 
to have the women’s clubs of that 
city gather stamps with the 
statement that some one of the 
Government Bureaus will pay 
so much per pound for them and 
that again they are using them 
to recover the dye from 
stamps. ?

In order to prove accuracy 
of steel work the entire bridge 
was assembled in tk: Glasgow 
yards, afterwards dismantled and 
shipped to the colony in sections. 

The structure is a two-hinged, 
spandril braced arch span, 260 ft.

approach span at each end. The 
upper deck carr‘es a single rail- 
way track of one meter gauge, 69 
ft. above the Nilz; the iower, a ?0 
ft. paved highway and two side- 
walks, 35 ft. above high water 
level. Construction work ° was 
started in February 1929. com- 
pleted in January 1931 and the 
first mail and passenger train 
crossed the bridge on January 15, 
1931. 

Completion of the bridge project, 
which cost about $400,000, enabled 
the railway to extend its lines 
southward along the west shore 
ef Victoria Nyanza and westward 
into Uganda, reaching out to cone 
nect with the railways of the 
Belgian Congo. It may be, by now 
that Jinja Bridge is a closely 
guarded link in a trans-continen- 
tal African railway hook-up be- 
tween the indian and Atlantic 
Oceans.

After the cessation of usage of 
the double line type in 1918 the 
U-5 plate was used exclusively

quite stir among precancel collec- 
tors. A little investigation revealed 
that changing of postmasters at 
Battle Creek had caused the trans- 
ferring of the printing contract to 
another firm. The firm that had 
en printing the U-5 precancels 
evidnetly had been keeping the 
Plate at its plant and when it lost 
printing contract just refused 

to give up the plate. 
A search of the Post Office did 
up the old time double line 
Plate which was in very good 
Shape and which was turned over 
the new printers.

It is interesting to note that the 
Part 2 catalog in a foot note says 
that “it is not likely that this 
plate will be revived again”, But 
it was. Because as I have al- 
ready mentioned there’ exists 
Presidentials and I have seen the 
le Defense in this type so its 
use must date up until a year or 
two ago. I believe that shortly 
after this first printing from the 
revived plate that the printers 
who held the U-5 plate did get 
one contract to make one print- 
ing of precancels. This I believe 
is what led the catalog makers in 
issuing that statement in their 
footnote. 

I have often wondered if ac- 
tually a printing of the U-5 ever 
occurred or whether it was not 
just a cleaning up of all items 
that either occured in the office 
of the permit holders or in the 
Postoffice itself. The manufac- 
turers of the plate could..well be 
proud of their work, for forty 
years service of such a supposedly 
unsubstantial contrivance is quite 
a record. 

The precancels produced are 
among the most attractive we 
have had and any collector should 
be proud of his page of Battle 
Creek type 2. 


DETROIT 
MICH. 


There is not much of a story 
behind the Detroit type. Its known 
as type 1 and was used from the 
lc 1898 to the 1c rotary 1919 when 
it apparently was retired. Like 
the Battle Creek plate it must 
have been used concurrently with 
type 3 which is a U-1 plate as 
there are U-1 items dating back 
to the 1908 issue. Some time 
during the scramble for the new 
Battle Creek items that were ap- 
pearing I remember of having 
some one show me an 8c in the 
old type 1 Detroit. Fortunately 
only the one value was ever print- 
ed. (8c 1926). If the Michigan 
specialists ever found out why 
this plate was revived I have 
never heard the reason. Bureau 
Prints were in use at Detroit at 
the time and should have been on 
hand in qauntities sufficient to 
meet all demands. It could have 
been quite possible though that 
the shipment from Washington 
was late and that some mailer 
needed this value or perhaps de- 
manded a single stamp to facilitate 
his mailing and would not take 
a combination of two stamps. 

The U-1 plate must have been 
returned to Washington or de- 
stroyed and this old plate just 
happened to be there. Shortly af- 
ter the appearance of this lone 
item precancels began appearing 
in type 9 which is a U-8 type. No 
other items have appeared in this 
old type. The 8c item is not 
rare and catalogs but 28c. A fine 
copy would not sell for much 
over half that figure. Of course 
I realize I stick out my neck every 
time I mention a price but I know 
a lot of collectors want me to do 
so, so there is my personal opin- 
ion on that stamp. Maybe you 
bought yours much’ cheaper or 
some dealer offered you only at 
a higher figure, both may be

I had quite a gabfest this past 
weekend with Althea Harvey, the 
well known meter’ columnist 
whose column appears regularly 
in philatelic journals, and she told 
me that although she doesn’t 
specialize in patriotics, she has in 
her general collection of slogan 
meters, between five and six hun- 
dred patriotics.

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Why The Poland And 
Czechoslovak Stamps 
Are Out At Agency 





Perhaps some collectors were 
surprised with the rapidity with 
which the Poland and the Czech- 
oslovak Flag Stamps were sold 
out at the Agency in Washington. 

As a result of this quick sell- 
out, predictions have been made 
that the other issues will move 
rapidly. There may or there may 
not be justfification for this be- 
lief, our own belief is that these 
other issues will move rapidly 
but that will be for a different 
reason than caused the first two 
stamps to disappear in Washing- 
ton. 

When these stamps were first 
issued, quantities of both stamps 
were shipped without requisition 
to small postoffices all over the 
country. That took an immense 
number of stamps and depleted 
the reserve stock. Further ship- 
ment of later issues was not made 
in the same manner but only on 
requisition and since these small 
offices were loaded with the 
first two stamps which did not 
sell readily, these offices did not 
requistion the other stamps as is- 
sued, except only in those offices 
where stamp. collector patrons 
made requests and asked for the 
stamps. 

I learned these facts two weeks 
ago when I made a brief trip to 
several small offices in this vic- 
inity and that is the story that 
was told me with regard to these 
stamps. Only one small office that 
I visited ever had any other than 
the Poland and Czechoslovak 
stamp in stock. Some of these of- 
fices still had a substantial stock 
of some of both of these stamps, 
that is a substantial stock for a 
small office. 

In one office in a town of about 
12,000 people I found about 65 
shects of Poland and Czechoslo- 
vak stamps, mostly the former. 
In other offices from parts of 
sheets to full sheets and up to 
about a dozen sheets in one other 
office. 

This then is the chief reason 
that these two stamps were sold 
out so quickly at Washington, the 
original stock was cut down at 
the start. 

The fact that these two stamps 
have been cleaned out at Wash- 
ington will be an added incentive 
for more orders for later issues 
and will help in cleaning them 
out more rapidly than they would 
have otherwise have been bought. 
Then too as we get to the last 
four or five stamps in the is- 
sue, the original supply was five 
million less than for the first sev- 
eral stamps and that too is going 
to help clean up those issues. 

We have often wondered why 
the issue was cut from 20 to 15 
million stamps and the answer 1s 
probably given above, in that first 
supplies of the two stamps were 
sent out broadcast without re- 
quisition. Demand did not come 
for other issues so the Depart- 
ment probably cut the quantity 
since it became evident that 15 
“ million would provide a plenty 
and sufficient for future Agency 
sales.

A.P.S. Broadcasts New 
Stamp Description Chart 





A new departure in the meth- 
od of describing stamps was made 
by the American Philatelic Soc- 
iety when it adopted report of its 
committee on Code of Descriptive 
Terms in 1942. Now the Society 
is taking steps actively to bring 
the chart to the attention of Amer- 
ican philatelists in general. Copies 
of the chart are going forward to 
all dealers and will be mailed to 
— member of the Society July 
st. 

The Stamp Description Chart 
aims to establish a definite and ac- 
curate code by which the condition 
of stamps may be described. Ob- 
viously no such chart can cover 
every possible situation; how- 
ever, it can standardize descrip- 
tions and simplify them. It can 
eliminate useless and meaningless 
words and particularly descrip- 
tive adjectives such as “fine,” 
“nice,” “good,” “superb,” and the 
like, which may mean one thing 
to collector Smith and something 
else to collector Jones. 

On the chart now being distri- 
buted by the A.P.S. the condition 
of stamps is arbitrarily grouped 
under five headings, namely, “Un- 
used,* “Used,” “Centering”, 
“Stamp Defects,” and “Stamp De- 
fects Continued.” The latter clas- 
sification was reported in order 
to avoid having more than seven 
numerical headings under any one 
classification. The classifications 
are lettered from A to E and sub- 
heads under them may run from 
No. 1 to No. 7. In describing the 
condition of a stamp, it is rated 
by the use of letters and numbers. 
Thus a used stamp with a heavy 
cancellation and slightly off cen- 
ter would be rated as B5 C2. All 
one has to do to translate such 
classification is to refer to the 
chart. Before long by habituai use 
one will easily become familiar 
with all classifications and know 
at a glance the description con- 
veyed by the system. 

The committe which worked out 
was composed. of distinguished 
this new method of measurement 
philatelists who were educators 
and persons experienced in mak- 
ing and administring standard 
tests. Chairman of the committee 
was Earl B. Forny of St. Paul, a 
graduate. of Coe College, and au- 
thor of “Test in Map. Reading 
Abilities.” Other members of the 
committee were Prof. Leon Arnal, 
University of Minnesota, a grad- 
uate from the University of Paris, 
and who succeeded Gerald Bur- 
gess as instructor of the exten- 
sion course in stamp collecting; 
Sydney A. Patchin, Superintend- 
ent of Schools at Hibbing, Minne- 
sota, with a master’s degree from 
the University of Minnesota, train- 
ed in administering standardized 
tests: and J. W. Richardson, Min- 
neapolis dealer, with a master’s 
degree from the University of 
Iowa and much_ experienced in 
standardized testing. 

In sending the Stamp Description 
Chart to the dealers of the United 
States, President Donald F. 
Lybarger of the A. P. S. asked 
that that the chart be studied and 
used with an open mind and that 
those having suggestions or com- 
ments communicate with Mr. 
Forney at 1932 Princeton avenue,

anticipates having a discussion of 
the merits of the chart at its com- 
ing Milwaukee convention August 
16-20. Realizing that any innova- 
tion will not be fully accepted at 
the start, the A. P. S. considers 
the new chart as the first step 
toward a simplified and accurate 
system of stamp description.

It has 
been overrun by the armies of 
Semiramis, Darius, Alexander, 
Mahmud; by Lord Clive and the 
Duke of Wellington. These con- 
querors have overrun and plun- 
dered India, but still left it as 
unintelligible, unchangeable, and 
a marvellous country as before.
